MUNICH. (.B—Dismembered 
Czechoslovakia and expanding 
Hungary today laid their conflict¬ 
ing causes before Adolf Hitler in 
his glistening Fuehrerhaus here, 
scene of the fateful Munich con¬ 
ference of Sept. 29. 

It was a day of personal triumph 
for the German Fuehrer, to whom 
most of central Europe appeared 
to be looking for settlement of its 
problems. 

First came Frantisek (Jhvalkov- 
sky, new foreign minister of 
Czechoslovakia, to give what a 
German communique called "a.s- 
surance that Czechoslovakia would 
a.ssume a loyal attitude toward 
Germany.” 

A little later came by airplane 
a Hungarian mission headed by 
Koloman Daranyi, to seek the 
Fuehrer’s mediation in Hungary’s 
claims for a large slice of southern 
Slovakia. 

Hitler was able to a.s.sure Da¬ 
ranyi he already had talked plainly 
to the Czechoslovak envoy, and 
that Hungary’s legitimate de¬ 
mands would be met. 

The envoys of Czechoslovakia 
and Hungary, whose territorial dis¬ 
pute resulted yesterday in a break¬ 
down of the Komai’on conference, 
were in the Fuehrerhaus at the 
same time.

President Studies Defense Needs; 
Revamping May Boost 1939 Budget 


WASHINGTON. (iPl -President 
Roosevelt said today he was mak¬ 
ing an entirely new study ot the 
nation’s national defense needs 
and that until it was completed 
he could not estimate next year’s 
budget. 

The President told a press con¬ 
ference he could not comment on 
the new budget because new tech¬ 
nical developments in national de¬ 
fense measures required a com¬ 
plete restudy of defensive require¬ 
ments. 

He said the reason for the re¬ 
assessment of these needs began 
to take shape about a year ago 
because of information coming in 
in connection with world events. 
He said the question was forced to 
a head in the past month. In re¬ 


sponse to a question he said the 
new information was of a techni¬ 
cal rather than a political nature. 

Asked about yesterday’s state¬ 
ment by Bernard M. Baruch, 
chairman of the World war in¬ 
dustries board, that America was 
unprepared for war because of 
lack of sufficient first class equip¬ 
ment, the President said he had 
not read the statement. He added, 
however, a good many people were 
checking the situation in connec¬ 
tion with new elements that have 
come into the defense picture in 
the last three or four years. 

One of the things being studied, 
he said, was that of mass produc¬ 
tion of war equipment, including 
airplanes, power and other items. 
He said the production question 
was something new and Intimated 
one of the phases to be studied 


was standardization of plane px-o- 
duction, which some countries al¬ 
ready have adopted. 

The President preferred not to 
talk about detailed items at this 
time regarding defense needs, say¬ 
ing he wanted to study the whole 
picture so as to give the country 
a complete idea at the proper 
time. 

In his talk to reporters after 
having been an overnight guest at 
the White House, Baruch said that 
although Germany had annexed 
Austria and partitioned Czecho¬ 
slovakia, she had not gained all 
the raw materials or markets she 
needs. This fact, he said, would 
lead her to look elsew'here. 

"The threat to the United States 
from Germany,” he added, ”ls in 
South America and is real and 
immediate.” 


Whether or not to call another 
bond election for a $700,000 junior 
college plant here hung in the bal¬ 
ance today as the board of educa¬ 
tion promised a decision by Oct. 24.

The remains were taken to 
Dixon’s mortuary at Huntington 
Beach, where the autopsy is being 
performed.

NEW DRIVE FOR 
EMPLOYMENT 
IS DISCLOSED 

WASHINGTON. (Ah—Informed 
persons in the administration dis¬ 
closed today that a broad new at¬ 
tack on the problem of unemploy¬ 
ment is in the making. 

This may result, they said, in 
presentation to congress early 
next year of a correlated program 
for restoring work opportunities 
by improving conditions in the na¬ 
tion's basic durable goods indus¬ 
tries. Details have not been made 
known. 

At the same time it was learned 
that a major objective of the 
monopoly investigating committee 
will be to uncover business prac¬ 
tices and faults in the nation's 
economic structure which, in the 
words of one member, "cause con¬ 
ditions in which people can’t get 
jobs." 

The committee’s work probably 
will be concerned with a long 
range solution to the problem, but 
some administration officials are 
more interested in starting on a 
program during the winter. 

These officials contend that no 
substantial improvement in busi¬ 
ness can be expected until the ra¬ 
tion’s estimated 10,000,000 or 
more jobless begin returning to 
useful employment in private in¬ 
dustry. 

’They said a sound prosperity 
must be based on restoring pros¬ 
perous conditions to the heavy 
goods industry. This can be 
brought about, they argue, by set¬ 
ting the railroads on their feet so 
that they again can become big 
customers, by further stimulating 
building construction, by encour¬ 
aging greater automobile produc¬ 
tion, and in similar ways.

(A*)—Chicago's hopes 
for a subway system, nutured for 
30 years, were on the threshold 
of realization today. 

A PWA grant of $18,000,000 to¬ 
ward the total construction cost 
of $40,000,000, was approved yes¬ 
terday by President Roosevelt.

The essentials of any piano are 
simple, but the materials and ad¬ 
justments are amazingly fine and 
delicate. The essentials are sound¬ 
ing board, strings and action 
(keys).

Sounding board, which produces 
the resonance, is always made of 
spruce wood. The board under¬ 
lays the music-producing mechan¬ 
ism, is from one-fourth to three- 
sighths inches thick. 

* * • 

(There are other wood parts 
in any piano, with plenty of maple, 
oak, spruce, and rosewood being 
used. Rosewood was used for the 
exterior on all the square, four¬ 
legged pianos and old uprights. 
Exterior of most new pianos is 
made of walnut and mahogany). 

« • « 

Most vital parts of the piano 
are the strings. There are 88 keys 
on the standard instrument, and 
there a^e two strings per key 
above the base notes. The double 
strings gives greater volume to 
each note.

“explode” and blow through the 
wall of a house. This has hap¬ 
pened in dry, desert country when 
the glues dried up, but this is 
rare.

Every hammer must strike the 
string in an exact spot, which is 
determined by marking off the 
string into sevenths or ninths. At 
each division mark, it has been de¬ 
termined, there is a dead spot in 
vibrations. The hammers strike 
the dead spot—called node— clos¬ 
est to the end of the string. 

• • • 

It’s difficult to imagine how a 
piano tuner can count the vibra¬ 
tions in testing any string, in order 
to tell If the string is too loose or 
too tight. There should be 32 vi¬ 
brations per second in the lowest 
base string. The number of vibra¬ 
tions per second doubles every oc¬ 
tave—until the count is about 


PIP you KNOW 


Ever wonder what the foot 
pedals actually are for? The soft 
pedal works this way: it’s con¬ 
nected with a wooden shaft on 
which tiny pieces of felt are glued; 
when you press your foot down, 
the wooden bar moves forward 
and the thin pieces of felt come 
between the string and the ham¬ 
mer, softening the note.

A warning that initiative Propo¬ 
sition No. 1, which will appear on 
the fall ballot “is the first step 
toward Fascism” was sounded here 
last night.

I 
feel, that we get pictures with 
which to live. 

The mechanics of a machine age 
stress the advantages of an eco¬ 
nomic policy that utilizes basic 
machine-made articles in our daily 
living. 

But since we, in the manner 
that no two .solids can occupy the 
same space at the same time, can¬ 
not have simultaneous view¬ 
points, are thus given personali¬ 
ties to manifest, we, as individ¬ 
uals have the ability to acquire 
those unique (one of a kind) pos¬ 
sessions that make us the much- 
abused "individualists.”

BUSINESS WOMEN’S WEEK 

National Business Women’s 
week opened Monday. One day 
earlier, John D. Biggers resigned 
as national unemployment cen¬ 
sus chief. In his resignation mes¬ 
sage he blamed the employment 
of women for the major portion 
of this nation’s unemployment 
problem. Such a coincidence pre¬ 
sents a conflict of ideas that is 
worth thinking about. It is true 
that the women’s organization 
features its “business and profes¬ 
sional” activities, while Biggers 
was dealing primarily with wom¬ 
en as wage earners. Nevertheless, 
there is no basic difference be¬ 
tween the two phases of the same 
question. You will not have an 
important group of business and 
professional women unless you 
have wage-earning ■women, in 
approximately normal propor¬ 
tions between the two divisions 
of all world service. 

The National Federation of 
’ Business and Professional Worn- 
, en’s clubs was organized in St. 
' Louis in 1919. It founded Na- 
I tional Business Women’s week in 
I 1928, spread its activities into each 
1 of the 48 states, reached a mem- 
I bership of 68,000 this year and

NEW YORK 


The state depart¬ 
ment’s solicitude for the status of 
Americans in Italy under the re¬ 
cent Italian decrees restricting the 
rights of Jews prompts a question 
whether this government should 
assume the same responsibility for 
naturalized Americans residing in 
foreign lands as for natives of this 
country. 

The British government is cor¬ 
dial to political refugees and citi¬ 
zenship may be acquired under 
liberal conditions, but a British 
consul once explained to me that 
he was spared many of the prob¬ 
lems confronting his American col¬ 
league in the same troubled for¬ 
eign city because naturalized Brit¬ 
ish subjects are generally required 
to find suitable places of abode 
and business somewhere within 
the wide range of the empire. 

Great Britain, he said, was not 
providing credentials and the pro¬ 
tection of the British fleet for nom¬ 
inal British subjects who would 
use the little blue passport merely 
to obtain special advantages in 
their native lands. 

CAUSE MOST TROUBLE 

The American consul, on the 
other hand, said that it was the 
naturalized American, returned to 
the old country, who caused most 
of his troubles with the local au¬ 
thorities. At the moment he was 
engaged in protecting the inter¬ 
ests of a naturalized American who 
had sojourned in the United States 
long enough to qualify for citi¬ 
zenship and then had returned to 
his home country to go into busi¬ 
ness. Counting too much on his 
rights as an American citizen, the 
man had interfered in the politics 
of a country under a dictatorship 
and then had dumped his woes in 
the lap of the American consul. 

There are naturalized Americans 
living and doing business in for¬ 
eign countries under the protec¬ 
tion of the American flag who are 
no more American than King 
George VI and speak a less plaus¬ 
ible v'ersion of the American lan¬ 
guage. 

QUEER FISH 

The World Almanac says there 
were 374,503 Americans living 
abroad on Jan. 1, 1937, and makes 
no distinction between natives and 
naturalized citizens. However, it 
will be remembered that in the 
early days of the Spanish civil 
war many queer fish swam into 
the American consulates to claim 
the rights and protection to which 
American citizens are entitled un¬ 
der our laws. They included bor¬ 
derline cases and technical Ameri¬ 
cans with onl.v the written form 
of citizenship and no other inter¬ 
est in the country whose assistance 
they were demanding. 

It would be unfair to forbid 
naturalized Americans to leave the 
United States at all, but it is equal¬ 
ly foolish that aliens be allowed 
to glance off this country and for¬ 
ever after use the United States as 
their attorney and bodyguard. 
There are many naturalized Amer¬ 
icans in foreign lands whose citi¬ 
zenship means just that to them 
and nothing more. 


Clifford R. Sabrey, world cruise 
director for the Cunard-Whitc 
Star line, has made his living by 
managing people for years and is 
still an optimist. And he doesn’t 
do it eight hours a day, five days 
a week. No, sir, he does it four¬ 
teen hours a day, seven days a 
week!

WASHINGTON.— Henry Wal¬ 
lace was once asked how he would 
like the European parliamentary 
system in which legislators ques¬ 
tion the cabinet members about 
their policies. He grinned and 
shook his head vigorously. 

It’s lucky for Wallace that such 
a system does not exist in the 
United States because, if it did, he 
would shortly be the most un¬ 
comfortable official in Washing¬ 
ton. His department is due for a 
terrific raking in the next con¬ 
gress, and Wallace, who is not 
agile on his feet, would have a 
sorr.v time if he had to answer to 
it directly. 

Wallace is not to blame for the 
bumper crops and low prices that 
are causing so much growling in 
the farm areas, nor did he write 
the measure which he administers. 
But that won't save him. He is 
secretary of agriculture and he is 
due to get it in the neck—as he 
well knows. So he is busy prepar¬ 
ing his defenses. 

'The first defense was advanced 
in his wheat speech recently at 
Hutchinson, Kans., and the second 
in his cotton .speech at Fort Worth, 
Texas. In these addresses Wal¬ 
lace made two things clear: that 
he knows the big farm drive in 
the next congre.ss will be for a 
“cost-of-production” bill, and that 
he is unalterably opposed to it. 

The plan—which as the Me- 
Adoo-F.icher bill came within six 
votes of passage in the last sen¬ 
ate—embodies a two-price system 
The government fixes a price, bas¬ 
ed on cost of production, for that 
portion of a crop consumed in the 
U. S., and the rest is sold in the 
world market for whatever it will 
bring 

WALLACE’S PLAN 

Wallace contends that under 
such a program production would 
increase enormously, huge ‘sur¬ 
pluses would pile up and the ag¬ 
ricultural economy of the country 
would sink into chaos. 

He has a counter-plan, as yet 
unannounced, which he will spring 
at the opportune moment. 

It would not tamper with the 
present system of crop control. 
Wallace considers regulation of 
production ■ fundamental neces¬ 
sity. But instead of trying to 
dump the surplus abroad, he would 
have the government tjuy it up 
and dump it at home—that is, dis¬ 
tribute it free to the needy. 

This, of course, is nothing new. 
Through the surplus commodity 
corporation and the WPA, the 
government has been doing it for 
both agriculture and industry on 
a considerable scale. But Wallace 
would make it part of the AAA 
program, so that farmers could 
definitely count on it. 

Wallace believes the proposal is 
both good economics and good hu- 
manitarianism. 

"If we have to dump,” he says, 
“why should we dump abroad? 
Why .should the American farmer 
and taxpayer underwrite the for¬ 
eign consumer? Why not dump 
our surpluses at home, give the 
food to our own people who need 
it? The removal of the surpluses 
would automatically strengthen 
prices. The processing of the sur¬ 
plus wheat and cotton would stim¬ 
ulate mill activity and provide 
jobs for thousands. Thus, every¬ 
body would benefit—the farmer, 
the employed worker, the rail¬ 
roads and the millowner.” 

Wallace’s logic may be sound, 
but he will have the fight of his 
life to sell it to congress. The 
farm boys are bent on throwing 
off crop control and it is going to 
take more than logic to stop them.

' A world inquiry into the part 
that science plays in modern so- 
cieyt is under way and will come 
to fruition, the international situ¬ 
ation willing, probably in 1940. It 
is the work of the Committee on 
' Srience and its Social Relations 
I (C.S.S.R.) instituted by that clos- 
; est approach to a world super- 
government for science, the Inter- 
, national Council of Scientific Un¬ 
ions, in May, 1937. 

' Using elaborate questionnaires 
I as a mechanism, a fact-finding 
I campaign is being conducted 
through the agencies of nationally 
representative scientific organi¬ 
zations of the various countries. In 
America, this would be the Na- 
I tional Academy of Sciences; in 
i Britain, it would be the Royal So- 
j ciety of London. 

There will also be special in¬ 
quiries along specialized lines, 
with questionnaires for mathe¬ 
matics, astronomy, mechanics, 
I physics, chemistry, biology, geo- 
: physical science, geography. Be- 
' cause some fields are not repre- 
1 .sented by the unions that compose 
the International Council, the med¬ 
ical and engineering sciences, agri- 
! culture, sociology and economics 
j are not being included in the first 
I inquiries. 

' The organization of the interna¬ 
tional inquiry is in the hands of 
I Prof, J. M. Burgers of Delft, Hol¬ 
land, secretary of the C.S.S.R. In 
addition to the official questioning 
and compiling contemplated, there 
is a place in the plans for assist¬ 
ance from individual scientific in¬ 
vestigators. Such points as these, 
it is felt, might be answered more 
effectively by individual than by 
official organizations: 

1. The part played by scientific 
thought in the outlook of various 
social groups. 

I 2. The forms in which scientific 
workers and their work are in- 
I volved in the various struggles and 
I conflicts of human society. 

I 3. The forms in which the con- 
] sciousness of a social responsibil¬ 
ity of science and of scientific 
workers is taking shape. 

These are matters of extreme im¬ 
portance in the large vistas of the 
world. If they seem less impor¬ 
tant than fast-marching current 
affairs, it is largely a matter of 
perspective. The fear is that the

Winning This War 

California has 225,000 fewer plague-carriers at large 
totiay than before the campaign against venereal diseases 
got under way less than two years ago. 

That many m.ore individuals suffeiing from gonor¬ 
rhea or syphillis were treated in the fiscal year ending 
last June 30 than in the previous year. 

And today treatment, if adequate, means cure, or at 
least immunization for others. 

This is a remarkable showing in view of the short 
time that has elapsed since the day when these diseases 
could not be mentioned or discussed in public because of 
a senseless social taboo. 

Dr. John C. Dement of the Bureau of Venereal Dis¬ 
ease in the San Francisco Department of Public Health 
reported to the California Medical Welfare executives at 
their Yosemite conference that 550,000 cases were treated 
during the past fiscal year as compared with only 325,000 
cases in the preceding year. 

The increase is accounted for almost entirely by the 
publicity campaign conducted in many newspapers, and 
by- the improved facilities for diagnosis, treatment and 
reporting which have been provided by the public health 
services of state and cities with funds appropriated by the 
state and federal governments as a result of this same 
publicity. 

If so much can be accomplished in a single year, 
there is good reason to believe that we can eventually all 
but wipe out these diseases and the appalling toll of human 
misery that they have taken, in silence and secrecy, for 
untold generations. That has been done in Sweden and a 
few other countries, and it can be done here.

NO. 2. REfiULATION OK 
POUNDS 

Supported as an humane act 
and denounced as a revival of the 
anti-vivisection movement, this 
act is an initiative prohibiting dis¬ 
posal of unclaimed animals for 
scientific, medical, experimental, 
commercial or demonstration 
purposes. 

Its proponents, including hu¬ 
mane .society leaders, contend the 
act would provide a better, more 
humane pound system where un¬ 
claimed pets would be assured of 
a swift humane death. 

Its opponents, including uni¬ 
versity presidents and medical 
men, contend it is “designed to 
throttle medical research into the 
causes and cures of disea.se,” 
claiming it is an indirect anti-vivi¬ 
section law which would handicap 
manufacture of serums and 
hamper research which has re¬ 
sulted in antiseptic surgery and 
control of many diseases. 


Dr. John F. 'Anderson, 
vice president of E. R. Squibb and 
Sons, the pharmaceutical manu¬ 
facturing firm which has founded 
the institute.
